To Stop at Blairmore. 

The local Legion executive has 
gone into action to have the mili¬ 
tary train, at present touring the 
Dominion, show here on Saturday, 
April 25. 

The present schedule calls for 
the train showing at Blairmore on 
Saturday, April 26, from 6.30 to 
10 p.m. and on Sunday from 10 
a.m. to noon. It then moves on to 
Macleod where it will be on exhibi¬ 
tion from 3 to 4 p.m. 

As is usually the case the men 
responsible for making arrange¬ 
ments for these tours only con¬ 
sider a central location and over¬ 
look th e fact that though one town 
may not be centrally located it 
may possess the greater number 
of citizens. Such is the case here. 
Coleman, having the greater popu¬ 
lation, is overlooked in favor ot 
Blairmore. 

Alex. Easton, upon instructions 
from the Legion executive phoned 
Brigadier F. M. W. Harvey, V.C., 
of Military District 13, and asked 
that since the train would be in 
the Pass for two days, if it would 
not be possible to have the train 
stop in Coleman on the Saturday 
and move on to Blairmore on the 
Sunday, especially when Coleman 
had the larger population and the 
fact that gasoline was now ra¬ 
tioned and people were not tra¬ 
velling as freely as formerly. 

A committee of two from the 
Legion attended a Legion meeting 
of the Pass clubs in Blairmor e last 
night and were endeavoring to 
gain the support of the Pass clubs 
to have the train appear in Cole¬ 
man.

One suspects that “celtuce" is not 
quite the “food of the gods” that 
the catalogues will make it out to 
be, but it should find ready sale 
among the people of a currently vita¬ 
min-conscious continent. 

The reference to vitamins brings 
to mind the most recent advice of 
specialirts in this line, who now 
recommend the eating of such com¬ 
monplace but heretofore despised

Shortage Of Jute 

Farmers Are Urged To Save All 
Sacks And Bags 

From now on farmers would be 
well advised to take particular 
of sacks and bags they may have on 
hand. The spread of the war in the 
Orient has seriously affected the pos¬ 
sibility of getting supplies of jute, 
the raw material from which the 
best bags and sacks are made. In [ 
fact it is going to be very difficult. 
to get supplies of jute in any quan- 
tities. Jute comes principally from j 
India and is used in various classes 
of textiles from fine fabrics to coarse 
bagging, in cordage, binding twine 
a«d to meet a variety of needs on 
the farm. 

If you have a number of bags or 
sacks on hand, the first important 
measure to preserve them is to keep 
them dry. Damp rots burlap quickly. 
Take the bags you have, and odd 
pieces cf burlap, shake them out 
and spread out in a dry place where 
you are sure rat3 and mice cannot 
get at them. Any kind of cotton or 
duck bag or sack should also be pre¬ 
served. You can mend any holes 
with the odd pieces of material you 
have, providing of course such 
pieces are In good condition. What 
supplies of burlap and canvas ma¬ 
terial are hand are required for 
the fighting forces—so it is advis¬ 
able to take care of any bags 01 
sacks, as you may not be able to 
get any more—and it looks as if you 
won’t for a long time.

PAY CONTINUES ON EXISTING 
BASIS FOR CANADIAN RESERVE 
ARMY NOW BEING ENLARGED 


Ottawa. — Pay for the Canadian 
reserve army, now being enlarged 
and revitalized, will continue on the 
existing basis, at rates slightly be¬ 
low those of the active army, na¬ 
tional defence department spokesmen 
said. 

Basic pay for privates in the re¬ 
serve is $1.20 a day against $1.30 a; 
day for privates in the active army, j 
Pay for higher ranks show a cor-1 
responding deviation from that allow¬ 
ed the men of the active forces. 

As yet there has been no suggestion 
that Canada follow the example of 
Australia which, according to a re¬ 
cent press despatch, placed its mili¬ 
tia—corresponding to the reserve in 
Canada—on the same pay basis as 
the full-time forces. 

Officers and men in the Canadian 
reserve army are entitled to rations 


and shelter at public expense while 
in training camps and to transporta¬ 
tion to and from camp. 

A training day at camp for pay 
purposes is 24 hours but for drill and' 
training at local headquarters of their 
units the men are paid on the basis j 
that a morning, afternoon or eve- 1 
ning parade lasting two hours is equal! 
to one-third of a day, and tactical ex- 1 
ercise or field training lasting five 
hours or more is equal to a whole | 
day.

Canada’s Reserve Army 

The response to appeals for enlistment in the reserve 
army has not been encouraging. Men of varying ages 
and some who cannot* qualify under the medical cate¬ 
gories for the active forces are giving their time to at¬ 
tend parades after working hours or on Sundays. There 
is little glory in it, but they acquire knowledge that may 
be very useful and helpful to their fellow citizens if the 
necessity arises. In every community there are leaders 
in this work who receive little, if any credit for their 
good work. They use their cars and buy gasoline to or¬ 
ganize, but their work is hardly appreciated by those 
who know very little of it and do not trouble to find out 
how they too, can help. Business men should give all 
the support possible to those who shoulder the respon¬ 
sibility. 


Words Are Not Sufficient 

Thougji cabinet ministers have broadcast addresses 
urging voters to mark ballots “Yes” in the Plebiscite to 
release the government from its pre-election pledge, lit¬ 
tle interest Has been aroused. There is a very marked 
apathy and unless every citizen who realizes the serious¬ 
ness of the conditions existing urges his neighbor to go 
to the polling booth on April 27, the result will be very 
disappointing and will make our Allies wonder what is 
wrong in Canada. Such a plebiscite should have never 
been necessary, but we must face the fact and do all we 
can to secure a favorable vote by an overwhelming ma¬ 
jority. Those who have sons, brothers or husbands in 
the active forces will need little urging. It is those whom 
the war has not touched in a direct way on whom the 
responsibility rests. 

T hose who have enjoyed immunity from war’s rav¬ 
ages should be in the forefront of the campaign to 
secure a favorable vote. Democracy is very weak in 
many respects in combatting Totalitarianism, and if it 
is to survive, it can only do so by the forthright energy of 
those who enjoy its privileges. We have had too soft a 
time since the last war. Our system of government was 
developed only by plain living and high thinking and 
hard work. Doles and relief have not only been a great 
drain on those who work steadily, but have weakened 
the moral fibre of many of the recipients. Our methods 
must be changed in order to win the war.

The New Democracy group of members following 
their caucus recently, state they “find it impossible to 
commit their supporters to any particular line of action 
in the national plebiscite.” In the face of national crisis,

It costs more than $5,000,000 a year alone fo supply 
parcels of food and other necessities to prisoners-of-war 
as requested by the Canadian, British, Australian and 
New Zealand governments. It is only through the Ca¬ 
nadian Red Cross Society that this help can be given.

the hall question it was revealed 
that $13,000 had been taken off the 
assessment roll due to soldiery be¬ 
ing exempt from taxation. This 
was $288 in actual cash from taxa¬ 
tion revenue. Said Mayor Antro- 
bus, if the present rate of tax ex¬ 
emptions is maintained the town 
will be hard pressed to keep from 
raising the mill rate. 

A letter was received from J. 
Evans protesting against having 
to pay a fee to the local medical 
health officer for signing a certi¬ 
ficate enabling him to secure his 
restaurant license. He maintained 
that as a ratepayer he was con¬ 
tributing to the monthly fee paid 
by the town to the M.H.O. Coun¬ 
cil will send the M.H.O. a letter 
stating that in its opinion no fee 
should be charged for such work 
as it is part of the duties which 
the town is paying to have done. 

The residents of Mayfair ave¬ 
nue again asked council to improve 
this avenue. Mud and rocks make 
for difficult walking. The resi¬ 
dents had asked for improvement 
last year but had failed in their 
request. Works and Property 
committee will again inspect the 
avenue and was given power to 
act. 

A $10 donation was granted the 
Crows’ Nest Pass Musical festival. 

Confirmation was received from 
J. R. Miller, manager of the sup¬ 
ply division of General Electric, 
confiimiog the order placed by 
council for the new street lighting 
system. 

The contract with Modern Elec¬ 
tric to supply the town with elec¬ 
tric bulbs was renewed. The same 
terms, 20% reduction, will be in 
effect. 

Three by-laws were passed. The 
secretary-treasurer was appoint¬ 
ed assessor for 1942. 

The assessment rate of 22 
mills will be set for the 1942 tax¬ 
ation. A 10% discount will be 
given on all payments of current 
taxes up to Saturday, August 8. 
The 22 mills will allow the town 
to raise $18,000. 

In dealing with the estimates, 
Chairman of the Works and Pro¬ 
perty committee, W. Dutil, stated 
he had in mind the seal coating of 
the hardsurfaced roads laid last 
year as well as extensive repairs 
to roads already* laid. Concrete 
curbs at various sections of town 
would also be built. 

The Works and Property com¬ 
mittee will give consideration to 
the police’s suggestion that the 
old building on the town lot next 
to the bank be torn down and a 
building housing two garages on 
the south side suitable for renting 
and a garage and tool house on 
the north side to take care of the

Council thanked Con¬ 
stable Antle for his diligence in 
getting dog owners to take out a 
license. They asked him to keep 
the pressure on dog owners who 
still have not secured a license. 

It is not generally known that 
the town is under heavy expense 
to keep three girls in provincial 
homes and a Salvation Army 
heme. Two of them in the pro¬ 
vincial homes are costing the 
town $15 each month. It was 
moved that letters be written to 
the provincial authorities asking 
that they try and get one, a baby, 
adopted, and that the other, a 
teen-aged girl, be sent home. The 
girl in the Salvation Army home 
has been costing the towm $12 
monthly for a great many years. 
Her parents died when she was 
quite young and she became the 
town’s responsibility. She is now 
16 years and in grade X. It is 
her ambition to become a nurse. 
Council will take up this case in 
June at the end of the girl’s school 
term.

To aid thrifty housewives who 
do up their own fruit preserves 
and make jams and jellies, the 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board 
announces 1 that housewives may 
obtain for canning and preserving 
fruit, one-half pound of sugar for 
each pound weight of fruit. For 
jams and jellies, they may obtain 
three-quarters of a pound of sugar 
for each pound of fruit. This is 
in addition to sugar ration allow¬ 
ed for home use. It does not ap¬ 
ply to manufactures and no addi¬ 
tional sugar may be purchased for 
curing or preserving meats.

SO YOU’RE GOING 
_ TO DO A PLAY? 

Growth of the play from rehearsal 
to rehearsal is most important to 
both director and cast. What do you 
do with actors when they go Stale? 
Well, frankly, I don’t know. I’ve 
never had that experience. Now I 
can hear you-scoff, but I really mean 
it. Of course', I have been fortunate 
to have always or nearly always been 
able to choose a royalty play. That 
means a great deal. Usually the lines 
are so well written that they carry 
the play without a great deal more, 
if you haven’t an experienced cast. 
Take the, “First Dress Suit,” a de¬ 
lightful play for a young man of 16 
years, who can carry a good solo 
part. In this play the family order 
a dress suit for the young man on 
the occasion of his sister's wedding, 
and when the bridegroom’s suit does 
not come, it is suggested that he bor¬ 
row the kid brother's. But the kid 
brother has made other plans and 
carries them through. "We like a 
play we can get our teeth into,” is an 
oft repeated expression in my group, 
hence we do more comedy than 
tragedy because it is harder to do. 
Why? you ask. Well, comedy must 
be played in a racy, breezy manner 
and FAST. No stops between lines 
for cues. With tragedy, you can take 
your time and gradually built to the 
climax and the pauses often add at¬ 
mosphere. Not so with comedy un¬ 
less they are filled with business. 
The play must never stop or sag for 
one split second in comedy. Then so 
many of the plays printed, especially 
those non-royalty are filled with wise 
cracks, 80 laughs a minute, well, 
j after the first three or four re¬ 
hearsals the cast no longer enjoy 
j these jokes. And unless the cast en¬ 
joy the play, they can't do a con¬ 
vincing performance, hence the audi- 
! ence can feel that lack of conviction 
j in action and speech. 

To Get Real Benefit 

To get the real benefit out of a play 
it should be repeated at least three 
i or four times in public, so that the 
definite feeling as far as audience re¬ 
action is concerned, is felt. The cast 
j should know that the audience will 
j always laugh on This line or That 
| line if they get it over. The cast learn 
to criticize their own work. They 
j know at the end of the performance 
; whether they were as good as usual 
I and you will hear them in the dress- 
| ing room criticizing themselves. That 
is when growth is taking place. 

| I think most casts go stale because 
! the play isn't interesting enough to 
j hold them. As soon as you discover 
all there is to know about anything I 
or anybody, you often loose interest 
or your interest wanders. So it is 
j with a play. Get a good one, take 
time to do it well, allowing the char¬ 
acters to grow as the rehearsals pro¬ 
gress, each time something new will 
be discovered and discussed, and so 
it goes. 

A play is an experiment in theatre. 
Be sure it is a satisfying one to all 
concerned, the director, the cast and 
those behind the scenes. Effective 
style in a performance generally does 
not come through any conscious effort 
to be different or original. Audiences 
are quick to recognize tricks and 
then drama vanishes. Give a simple, 
sincere, convincing performance, I 
which is the outcome of the growth! 
of the characterizations and you will j 
have a satisfying performance, sat¬ 
isfying to everyone concerned.- Mary 
Ellen Burgess, 326, Regina, Sask. 

Soon Grow Obsolete 

Newer And More Powerful Mar 
Weapons Being Constantly 
Produced 

Weapons now in use will be obso¬ 
lete to some extent in 1943 and 1944 
because of the production of more 
powerful instruments of war, Dean 
C. J. Mackenzie, acting president of 
the National Research Council, said 
in an address to the Canadian Club 
at Montreal. 

Dr. Mackenzie said that continual 
progress in the development of tanks, 
guns, planes and othe^, weapons of 
war was what would turn the balance 
in total warfare. 

The demand for equipment after 
the fall of France had been so urgent, 
he said, that no time could be devoted 
to the development of newer types 
of weapons. 
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INDUSTRIAL MEDICINE 

‘All the resources of industrial 
j medicine must be concentrated on 
the problem of personal illness if in¬ 
dustry’s loss of production time is 
to be reduced,” declared Dr. C. D,. 
Selby, in an article appearing in the 
current issue of Health Magazine, 
organ of the Health League of Can¬ 
ada. 

Dr. Selby speaks with authority. 
Medical consultant to General Motors 
Corporation of Detroit, he is a mem¬ 
ber of the Council on Industrial 
Health of the American Medical As¬ 
sociation, vice-chairman of the Com¬ 
mitted on Toxic Gases of the Ameri¬ 
can Standards Association, and 
chairman on Industrial Health and 
Medicine of the Health and Medical 
Committee, a federal defence agency. 

“In your country and mine,” he 
said, “we hope soon to take the 
offensive against a common enemy. 
Every hour counts. We must exert 
every effort to curtail the loss of 
valuable production time caused by 
illness and accidents.” 

Drawing upon his experience of 
over 20 years in the field of industrial 
medicine, Dr. Selby pointed out that 
the picture has been greatly changed 
by compensation laws, the safety 
movement, and the Introduction of 
industrial hygiene methods and 
studies in sickness absenteeism. 
“Whereas accidents were common In 
| industry 30 years ago, today they are 
| largely infrequent sources of disabil¬ 
ity. Greatest source of loss time 
among industrial workers today are 
not the occupational diseases and 
accidents—but sickness not related 
to occupation and injuries received at 
home, in traffic and in the pursuit of 
recreation.” 

Dr. Selby continued: “In one form 
or another, personal sickness will dis¬ 
able one worker out of ten—and the 
average amount of time lost in each 
case will be 40 days.”
